will release about two hundred men 
until the new plans are approved.

Some engineers declare that 
if tne Devil's canyon rock is substi-

Damerels Review Trip 


Thru Panama Canal 


to Eastern Seaboard 


Editor's Note—A trip of twelve thousand miles, one-half by 


water, 3500 miles by rail and 2500 miles by automobile, has just 
been completed by Mr. and Mrs. Henry Darnerel of Covina, with 
the result that they return with a comprehensive idea of the con- 
dition of this country, as well as that of Latin nations and 
American island possessions. Mr. Damerel, who is president of 
the Damerel-Allison fruit packing company and of the San Di- 
mas Lemon association, has given to the Argus an account of 
this interesting journey. 


SOCIEH 


Major and Mrs. W. Mitchell of

Mrs. Damerel and I boarded the<S> 


"Santa Rosa," a Grace company 
liner, at Los Angeles harbor, mak- 
ing eight stops enroute to New York. 


These various seaports of Mexico, 


Central America, South America and 
Cuba offer a great contrast to our 
own, and one must be prepared in 
advance for a life so dissimilar that 
it might be across many oceans 
rather than practically next door. 


The life of these Latin nations is 


unchanged by centuries. Living is 
easy, as food is virtually presented 
to the natives by nature. We found 
Guatemala most fascinating; little 
visited until recently. Our trip along 
many miles of country road was on 
a market day, where we saw thou- 
sands of people on their way to and 
from the market places, with heavy 
loads on their backs. Young and old 
work. This native Indian popula- 
tion, living almost exactly as their 
forefathers lived in centuries past, 
are descendents of two powerful In- 
dian tribes, and have a very inter- 
esting native simplicity. They ob- 
serve the identical rites and cus- 
toms established by their ancestors, 
still making beautiful earthenware 
and textiles. While they live in na- 
tive villages, and farm small patches 
of land, there is much raw land that 
furnishes wood, grasses, wild fruits, 
game and fish. 


MOUNTAIN COUNTRY 


This country is 70 per cent moun- 


tainous, and they have almost every 
variety of climate—tropical heat on 
the coast, where is grown bananas 
and cocoanuts. In the central plains, 
at a higher elevation, coffee is the 


• mam crop. Guatemala city, at 5000 


feet elevation, has a fine all-year 
climate. 


The tropical section has eight 


months of rainy season, and their 
summer season, which is the dry 
period, is in December; January, 
February and March. The citrus 
fruit grown is highly perishable, and 
we need fear little competition, as 
the planters lack credit, as well as an 
incentive to raise and ship fruit to 
far away markets.

'IN COLOMBIA 


- We visited two cities in the re- 
public of Colombia, South America. 
Here we'were getting very close to 
the equator- To see Cartagena is to 
see not only the finest medieval city 
in the western hemisephere, but one 
of the few* walled cities left standing 
in the world. This city has a fine 
natural harbcr, surrounded by hills 
that offered bases for fortifications, 
which decided the Spaniards four 
centuries ago to select this spot as 
their stronghold in the newly-dis- 
covered America. 


A wall sixty feet high and forty 


feet thick, with outlying forts, se- 
cured to Spain for two centuries the 
mastery of the Caribbean region 
From this city ships sailed back to 
Spain with pearls and emeralds, golc 
and silver, indigo, tobacco and other 
goods that came in caravans from al: 
parts of the Caribbean. It was the 
richness of Cartagena that was her 
undoing;.despite her wall and tre- 
mendous fortifications she was con- 
tinually attacked, not infrequently 
sacked. And thus Spain's domination 
ended, for today no part of this new 
world exists under it. We saw oui 
last of the old world beauty at Ha- 
vana. 


On our way we sailed within sighi 


of the wreck of the "Morro Castle" 
later on we drove to Asbury park 
to see what was left of that once 
beautiful ship.

sky is from one of the old families 
of pre-war Russia, with generations 
of diplomatic service behind him.

He was in the 
Russian army during the war and 
on the withdrawal of Russia from 
the allied cause became an officer 
in the White Army of Russia and 
opposed the revelation. He was 
compelled to flee the country and 
escaped through Turkey, carrying 
out only the manuscript of his diary. 
This has since become the basis of 
a book which he is publishing next 
January under the title of "The 
Slow Mill." 


Professor Lobanov-Rostovsky has
